Washington, Feb. 20,— Even our Fili- 


pino brother, with his weathered-oak 
complexion, has better facilities in M» 
pursuit of knc+vledge aud athletic prow- 
ess than our own country "boy. He re- 
ceives his education in a. veil ventilated, 
fine, concrete building, while the coun- 
try 'youtb of the United States tries to 
figure why Washington crossed the Dela- 
ware as he bends over a knife-nicked 
desk in a wooden shack open at the 
seam's and indiscriminately beated by a 
pot-bellied stove that leaves him well 
browned ou one side and frostbitten on 
the other. Though this comparison is 
not made in the eleventh annual report 
of the director of education of the Phil- 
ippic islands for the school year of 
1910-1911. now in the hapds of the bu- 
reau of 'insular affairs, it is 
obvious. 


This report is -the eleventh since the is- 
lands passed under American control and 
direction.

• 610,493 Pupils. 


During the school year of 1809-1910 the 


annual enrollment was 587,317. 
Last 


year it reached 610,403. 


There are now in 
operation 
4,404 


schools, and when the schools closed for 
•the summer last year Uie number of 
American and Filipino 
teachers 
em- 


ployed was n.OSO. The Philippine gov- 
ernment spent for public education dur- 
ing the lust fiscal year the sum of 
.$3.223,883.27. 


The bxwean of education has provided 


plans for school buildings which are 
hygienic and attractive in appearance. 
affording ample class room space to 
meet the needs of the schools, and at a 
cost vrith which the available funds can 
keep pace. 
The buildings are EO con- 


structed that, when it becomes neces- 
sary. they can benr additions without 
marring their beaut-y or detracting from 
their usefulness. The structures arc of 
reinforced concrete. combined with good 
construction timber, and have from one 
to ten rooms c.icli. There arc now in 
course of construction nearly 300 such 
buildings. 


The pupils arc taking to the American

Some of the results of the industrial 


instruction as carried on in tlis schools 
of the islands are mentioned by the di- 
rector; schoolboys in a hundred towns 
of the Philippines are wearing hats made 
by themselves; the hat exports from the 
islands increased from 621,475 in 1910 to 
1.025,596'in 1911; many girls weave the 
cloth and make the clothing which they 
wctir in school; more than half of the 
desks and tables in the primary schools 
of the Philippines hare been made by 
the pupils; the primary schools of one 
province were able to deliver 1,000 sal- 
able baskets on a month's notice; in one 
town tbe baskets used to contain the 


oranges for export, were purchased from 
other towns, now they are made at home 
as a result of the. trade having been 
taught in the schools; one school has in- 
troduced and developed the slipper-mak- 
ing industry and last year sold $4,000 
worth; in one province over a thousand 
gardens were cultivated. 


These cases illustrate the sort of thing 


that is being accomplished in the indus- 
trial classes of the public schools. The 
director believes 'that the highest re- 
sults of the industrial instruction are 
those which have to do with the mould- 
ing of the character and life purposes of 
the pupils concerned/

Protesting against the delays caused by federal 


court in junctions which interfere with the execu- 
tion of state statutes regulating intra-state i»il- 
roads, several representatives of the National Asso- 
ciation oi; State Railway Commissioners have just 
appeared before the senate judiciary committee to 
urge the passage of the Nelson bill. This hill pro- 
vides that jio injunction shall issue for a federal 
court against any order of a state railroad commis- 
sion or against the enforcement of any state statute. 
It is proposed <>s a substitute for the Overman act, 
passed at thc last session, which requires a hearing 
before three federal judges before an interlocutory 
injunction shall issue restraining the operation of 
state statutes or legislative decrees unless it can be 
shown irreparable damage would be caused. This 
la.w has been upheld by the supreme court 'of the 
United States in thc "Wyandotte, Kan., drainage 
case. John E. Eustis. who is a member of! tho pub- 
lic service commission of New York, stated that 
vexations delays were caused under this statute. 
Even when the question at issue was finally decided 
in favor of the state there was serious interference 
with state la.ws in the meantime. He sought to pre- 
vent railroad stockholders coming from other states 
and enjoining the operation of: legal state statutes.

f became very much interested in this class of work, while I was acting as 


president of the Allen County Orphans' Home. When I was connected with that 
work, the home that that i'nstitution mw has on South Broadway, was built 
and tho plans and policies of managing tbo institution worked out, and I am 
very much pleased to know that great success has followed those initiatory ef- 
forts. 


It wag while I was president of this board, and' because of the intcrcit I 


took in this work, lliiil Governor Mathows appointed me as a member of the 
Hoard of State Charities. 
1 eonUinied to till this position some seven years, J 


having been re-appointed by Clovernors Mount and Durbin; and only resigned 
the honorable but unsalnrieil position, when other personal matters claimed so 
much of my time and attention, that 1 felt I could not properly perform tho 
work. 


This office required me to visit tho 'benevolent, penal and charitable institu- 


tions of the Stale, and to hear and examine reports, from all institutions that 
received public aid, and 1 thus bcciime acquainted with Ihe work they were do- 
ing. It was while \ was holding this position that 1 was elected to this State 
Senate, and while serving in that position, we re-modeled the laws relating to 
the care of dependent children. These laws have been copied by many of our 
sister states. At the same time, we changed the penal laws of the State, no that 
they might become reformatory, instead of vindictive, and authorizing the parol 
of those desiring to reform their" ways. 


Indiana holds a prominent aud proud position as to thc efficiency of its 


methods in prison and reformatory matters. The last Intermitioijal Prison Con- 
gress, which met in Washington last year, made a tour of inspection of a num- 
ber of tiie prisons of the country, and declared iu resolutions, that Indiana's 
prisons and reformatories were among, if not the best, th'nt could be found. 


To have helped prepare and pass these, laws, and to have given considerable 


lime, for several years, as to their execution, and the effects-wrought upon the 
character ,of those who were subject thereto, gives me another reason why I 
may claim that I have somewhat prepared myself for the duty of filling this 
judgeship. 


While a member of the Board of State Charities, the las methods of giving 


poor relief were over-hauled with the result that more good and less injury is 
done to those requiring charitable assistance, tlmit was true for many years, 
and when you add to this, that from three to five hundred thousand dollars are 
saved to the tax payers of the Stale every year, this latter experience would 
certainly be no objection, when it is remembered that the Judge of the Courl 
can and does expend large sums of money, without supervision as to how or 
wlicn.

amount of the taxes and loaded it on 
the wagou and wait their way. 


Bccis, chairs and desks, being easy to 


appraise, were seized first'.. 'In one office 
a haiidsome leather couch, which, was1 


used by'the bachelor occupant; a lawyer, 
was taken. • Several-firms, who disputed 
tax assessments and feared a visit from 
the sheriff, obtained restraining orders 
in court. 


The furniture that. 5s not redeemed by 


Iho payment of taxes will be sold to 
satisfy tlie delinquency. Duly one round- 
up was necessary to start the delin- 
quents in, but a wagon is kept ready in 
front of the court house as a warning, 
and it requires four clerks.to take the 
money %as it pours in.

Mo Shipper Has Appealed. 


. Judge Wood referred briefly to soiuo 
of 4h« commission'* work, and said that 
'the attempt throughout had been to 1*> 
absolutely fair to both the publif and 
the corporations. Hn declared lie found 
most cause for pride in the fact that 
no shipper had «ver appealed from a 
decision of tli« commission.

currier*. 


Judge Wood referred to the fart tha 
fndiana has a law such as is found i 
no other state—a compulsory block sis 
nal law. "The traveling public," sai 
Judgn Vftmitk "has the right not only t 
perfect sen-ice, hut to the bett safctj 
appliances man can devise. Tli*rc »v 
11.000 grade crossings in Indiana am 
4,000 engines operating over them. W 
are trying to safeguard the public i< 
flvcry way possible." He told of the de 
vclopment of tli« block nigrnil systen 
for interurbsns and said, that as riipidh 
as possible it will b« ordwed insinlleL 
on Indiana electric lines, as well as on 
steam roads. 


Public Utilities Control. 


Passing to the discussion of the con 


trol erf public utilities, such as water 
gas, street railroads, etc.,' Judgf Wow 
said the very existence of corporation 
of this kind must be accepted as a prac 
tjcal monopoly, the theory of compel! 
tion abandoned, and that any system o 
public supervision should recognize th 
fact that the public utility is a natura 
monopoly. Ht dwelt at some lengt1 
upon' the Wisconsin law, which provide 
for a corps of experts to aisisfc the com 
mission in-supwising the utilities an( 
in aiding them, in supplying better serv- 
ice. 
Intelligent regulation of publi 


utilities, he said, involves not only lega 
but great technical, engineering and sta 
tistical ability; and that any regulation 
nofc based upon a consideration of actua 
local conditions can not be fair and jus 
to the public and the corporation alike 


"If that duty in Indiana should be 


placed upon the railroad commission,' 
said Judge Wood in closing, "I "do not 
think that body ought to say what the 
law should be. 1 believe Senator.Dem 
mg and other Indiana legislators, taking 
the acts of Wisconsin, Ohio and.Califor 
nia as models, can frame a law that \vil 
meet the public demands and be of grcal 
benefit. I do. not say we are anxious for 
the job—the commission is already stag 
gering under the load of work.with whicl 
it h»s had to-deal, but in this stage of 
our state's development—at this crisis 
ot business—I believe that public regu- 
lation of public utilities ia necessary 


Liability Insurance. 


J. E. Fredrick, ot Kokonio, spoke at 


some length on the topic of employers 
liability, referring at the openin» to the 
recent Indiana act which bars as de- 
fense three old principles of law—the 
fellow-servant rule, contributory negli- 
gence and assumption of risk. He said 
that as a- result of that law the liabil- 
ity companies had attempted to increase 
their rates in Indiana 40 per cent, and 
quoted statistics to show overwhelmins 
proBts made by the liability companies, 
while in point of fact only a small por. 
ion of what they actually pay iu set- 
tling accident claims ever roaches the 
?rVJ° Jl iilJ'lred- He declared his 
belief that the; injured workman with 
J. legitimate claim ought to get the 
money. As to'-a precise reinedr for the 
present situation, Mr. Fredrick" was not 
)repared to offer it,.but was inclined to 
favor the.orgariization of a liability com- 
pany within the ranks of Indiana man- 
ufacturers to meet- losses of this char- 
acter, in the belief that they could thus 
save 50-per-cent of the sum now-paid 
tf premiums on'liability.insurance. 


Other Speakers Heard. 


A. G. Canns,-attorney for the state as- 


sociation, spoke somewhat upoa the 
legal aspect of. employers' liability in 
suranue. He.declared-that he had-no in- 
.ention of passing upon the validity of 
the new Jaw in advance of the Indiana 
supreme court, bufcadded that as he now 
saw italic believed-there is little likeli- 
ipod of the act being held unconstitu- 
tional. 
If _ present Indiana laws will 


not permit the formation of a mutual 
nsurance company of this kind, Mr. 
-avms said, the situation appealed to 
urn as a good enough business proposi- 
tion to warrant members of the. associa- 
tion from going into the liability insur- 
ance business along.lines identical with 
those of the old-lino casualty companies. 


Mr. Wasmuth spoke of the status of 
ie manufacturer and shipper before 
;he legislature, declaring that the level 
headed business man was always wel- 
comed by the members, who were seek- 
ng advice as to how they might best 
'ene the people. ..Postmaster Hnnna. 
the final speaker, emphasized the im- 
portance of .united action by the sliin- 
ws and manufacturers of Fort Wayne 
n. securing reforms, and-declared that 
o united they constituted a power that 
could not be denied.

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Supreme Court Declines to 


Interfere With Law 


in Oregon. 


HAS NO JURISDICTION 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—The su- 


preme court has declined to annul a& 
unconstitutional the initiative aud refer- 
«id.um method of legislation in 
the 


states. It decided that it 1ms no jurii- 
diction over the form of government in 
the states, that being u political ques- 
tion for congress to deal with. 


Chi»f Justice \Vliitc announced the 


decwioii of the court. 


"As the issues (in the Pacific St»te§ 


U eleplioiie and Telegraph c»»e) presented 
w their essence," said he, "«r« and have 
been definitely determined to be political 
and governmental and embraced within 
the scope of the powers conferred upon 
congress, and not therefore within the 
reach of the judicial power, it follows 
th»t the case presented is not within 
our jurisdiction, and the writ of error 
mutt therefore be, ami it is dismissed, 
for want'of jurisdiction." 


. "Mists and Confusion Ended." 
/The chief 'justice said "a singular mis- 


»pprehen«ion" hnd existed on both sides 
of the case, but that the "mists anil con- 
fujioir' were dispelled by the decision of 
Chief .fustice Tauey years ago, in which 
h« disposed of the Dorr's rebellion ques- 
tion. That was the case of Luther vs. 
Bordcn, ho said, and decided that the 
enforcement of the guaranty of a. repub- 
lican form of government to the states 
belonged to the political department of 
the government and caine up, for in- 
stance, on the admission of senators and 
members of the house to their respective 
bodies. The chief justice called atten- 


„. tion to Chief Justice Fuller following 


Luther vs. Borden in the controversy 
over the Kentucky government in the 
case of Taylor vi. Beekhtm. 


Referring to the doctrine as laifl down 


in these two cases, Chief Justice White 
said: 


"It is', indeed, a singular misconcep- 


tion of the nature and character of our 
ronstitutio.iia'1 system of government to 
suggest tliat the, settled distinction 
which the doctrine just stated points 
out between judicial authority over 
justifiable controversies 'and legislative 
power ns to purely political questions 
tends to destroy the duty of the judi,- 
oiary in proper cases to enforce the con- 
stitution. 


Defense Shows Own Weakness. 


"Tlnw better'can the broad lines which 


distinguish these two subjects be point- 
ed out than by considering the charac- 
ter, qf the defense in this case? 
The 


"defendant company does not contend 
here that \it could not have been re- 
qyiired to pay a license tax. It does not 
assert.that it was denied an opportun- 
ity to be Jieard as to the-atnount for 
which it was taxed, or that there was 
anything inhering In the tax or in- 
volved .intrinsically in the lair, which 
violated any of its constitutional rights. 
If Bucli'questions bad "been raised they 
would have been justiciable, and there- 
fore would have required the calling in- 
to operation of judicial power. 
; "Instead of doing any of these things, 


the, attack on the statute is of a wholly 
different character. Its essentially po- 
litical nature is at once made manifest 
by understanding that the assault is not 
on the tax as a tas, but on the state 
as a state. It is addressed to the 
framework and political character of the 
government by which the statute levy- 
ing the tax was passed. It is the gov- 
ernment, the political entity, which— 
reducing the 
>. .se to its ' 'essence—is 


.called to the bar of this court."

In this way 
they get a line on the comparative strength 
of the different men and learn who is not 
doin; all thc work he should.
